The one 
or two children of such parents are usually trained in the 
habits of luxury and, to say the least, they usually become 
spoiled children. They, not having known privation, have 
never learned to practice self-denial; never having endured 
hard knocks, they are not able to weather the trials of 
which any life must have plenty. On the other hand, chil- 
dren of large families are more self-made; win their way 
to success through difficulties, through work, struggle, 
ambition, and habits of economy. They must inevitably 
become better parents themselves, must have more regard 
for the rights of others, must have more sympathy for the 
toiling masses, must be stronger willed, more unselfishly 
interested in the welfare of country, more conscientiously 

roted to the things of God.

Bryan's death, July 29, 1925. 


So wonders the skeptic, only he doesn’t wonder about 
these things sufficiently. A similar attitude toward other 
matters of importance would be regarded as intense folly. 

He tnexcusably assumes that there is no possibility of 
learning with certainty anything about the state of man 
after death. 

It is much easier to believe what the Christian Faith 
teaches concerning the Great Beyond than it is to believe 
that Almighty God would leave us in utter ignorance about 
it. Man was created for a deffalte purpose; reason itself 
teaches his immortality; since he is a responsible being his 
condition in this life eternal must depend on his merits or 
demerits during his life here. 

Of course, unaided reason could not determine the pre- 
cise things which the Creator might want of man here on 
earth, nor the character of the reward or punishment which 
would ensue after death; but it requires but little faith to 
believe that Almighty God would reveal His will with refer- 
ence to the terms upon which happiness after death is to be 
attained, and His intentions concerning the character of the 
reward or punishment which would follow merit or de- 
merit, Granting the existence of God, we must, if we think 
ratianally, see the propriety of God providing for us, mak- 
ing His will known unto us, of His offering assistance to us 
in the way of winning a happy existence hereafter. 

tf a Catholic school child were to answer the questions 

of Brisbane, he would say “My Church, which has been 
commissioned to teach me concerning God, my soul, the 
hereafter, has settled these matters and I know what the 
righteous and the sinner may expect. Immediately follow- 
ing death comes judgment. So says St. Paul, so common 
sense dictates. In other words, at death my soul goes to 
the God Who created it, and the welcome with which it is 
received depends on its spiritual condition when it enters 
eternity.” The Catholic child will tell you that Heaven is 
a reward and, therefore, cannot become the possession of 
one who has never done anything for it; it cannot be in- 
herited by the sceptic who neither prays nor strives to learn 
whether or not God has made a revelation, instituted a 
Church, and means of salvation; it is not for the person 
who dies in sin, because the sin-stained soul is not fit for the 
company of angels and of God. Of Heaven St. John says: 
“Into it nothing defiled shal! enter.” 
Christ came to earth to be the “Light which enlighten- 
eth every man that cometh into the world;“ He came to be 
the official teacher with reference to matters spiritual and 
eternal. He was not to teach people through a book, whose 
interpretation would give rise to endless disputes, but He 
organized a sort of corporation—a corporate body—which 
“would live on until the end of time, and through whose 
spokesman such questions as Brisbane asks could be authori- 
tatively answered for every inquirer. History itself shows 
that this corporation has had continuous existence from 
the time of Christ down to our day; it possesses a written 
diary from which the prevalent belief of Christians during 
any century back to the first can be pointed out. This cor- 
poration could read from its books what it taught in the 
first, in the second, in the third, in the fourth centuries and 
so on, and, in fact, has often for the benefit of inquirers 
compared its present-day teaching with that of any previous 
century. 

Rival corporations have started during the lifetime of 
the old one, but they never had stability, never even claimed 
to speak with infallible authority, never had international! 
following; and while borrowing much from the original 
Christian Corporation, lived rather on antagonism towards, 
than in friendly competition with, the mother corporation. 
In their antagonism they represent that the old Church has 
altered her teaching, and drifted far away from her origina! 
charter. But what do the books of this old corporation 
itself say? They are all extant.

This institution is able to point out what she was taught 
by her Founder, Christ; what the apostles, the pupils of 
Christ and her first propagators, taught: what their suc-
